American thinking hiis chanced consider- 
ably since tlic day when President Calvin 
CoolldEc over-.'ilmpllllcd the compllcntcd 
matter ol Europe's war debts by observing, 
"They hired the money, didn't they?" 

Tn'cnty years ago the entire nation would 
probably have screamed like a tribe of tat- 
tooed Indians at the mere thought of a lor- 
clgn power asking this country for an out- 
right grant of money, or a loan without Inter- 
est, But today Lord Kcynea la over here mak- 
ing such a request for Britain. And In apltc 
of ft lew Intemperate and Inflammatory out- 
bursts from both sides ot tho Atlantic, tho 
American people arc taking It pretty calmly. 

It la not surprising that they should, for 
events of the past two decades In this chang- 
ing, shrinking world could scarcely have 
foiled to touch us some les.sons. 

%Vo have learned that the Coolldgc coun- 
try-banker philosophy, though morally 
Eound, didn't solve tho Intricate Involvements 
of world economy. We have learned that 
■when a major power can't or won't repay a 
debt there Is little recourse which would not 
be harmful to the creditor In the end. 

And we have learned, or are learning, some 
Jessons at, home that can apply to interna- 
tional problems. Gradually we have come to 
reallzo that slums depress and threaten a 
Whole community's living standard and Im- 
pede Its progress. It has begun to dawn or 
lis that suppressing one section of a society 
nnd withholding opportunities from It puts 
R drag on tho whole society. ■ 

So, perhaps, It Is becoming clear to Ameri- 
cana that they cannot be prosperous In a 
world society Impoverished by war, a society 
In which their best former customers are 
without funds to buy. Nor can they be sate or 
happy In a world where want and discontent 
Invite chaos and threaten peace. 

But that does not mean that this govern- 
ment must give England a gift ot money and 
a pat on tho head. For It America does that 
lor England, she will be expected to do as 
much for Prance, Russia, China and all tho 
other countries that have suffered grievously 
Ja the recent conflict. With her present tre- 
mendous debt and her tremendous future 
commitments to her own citizens, America 
cannot afford to play philanthropist to the 
world. 

At the very least, it will be necessary to 
know how the receiving nation intends to use 
a grant or loan before the money is shelled 
out. Assurance must be given that American 
dollars will not be used to foster monopoly 
or otherwise hinder the development of a 
sounder, healthier international trade than 
the world has known betorc.

Zip to Wardrobe, 
.Expert Advises

S, De- 
pnrlmenl ol Airtculture; 

Wash gloved hands In mild, luke- 
u-arm sud.i. squeeslnK and pressing, 
but do not rub or l)ruoh. Chamois 
and doeskin gloves should bo wash- 
ed oft tho hands because they soften 
when wet and may stretch or tear 
Wlien gloves are clean, peel them 
oft gently Irom the wrist. Filling 
glmes with water whUe they are 
still on the hands makes peeling 
easier. Wash gloves inside If neces- 
sary, men turn right side out and 
rlrv;o in lukwarm water until 
water Is tree from soap. A light 
soapy last rlnw Is ott«n recommend, 
ed lor chamois, doeskin and pig- 
skin. Some manufacturers atiggesl 
a little glycerin In tho last iliue l~ 
soften and restore aloss to pigskin. 

Running water from the faucet 
Into tho glove helps to otralghWn 
fingers. Don't wring or twist— roll 
gloves hi a turkish towel to make 
up extra moisture. You can put 
fabric gloves on metal glovo driers, 
hang evenly over a rod or lay on a 
"nt surface to dry. 

Leather gloves can be dried by 
gently stretching them lengthwise 
■ blowing Into each glove to 
Khspe it out. Gloves should be laid 
» dry turklsh towel away 
from heat or sunUght. If cuffs or 
itltchlng are in contrastinii colors, 
ilutt white tissue paper inside. 
When gloves are almost dry, stretch 
leather gently In both directions to 
:ss or work them onto tho hands 
shspe and soften them. Remove 
carefully and lay out to finish dry-

told reporters today that Prtsldc-y 
IVntnaii discussed the future de 
velopmenl ond use of the atomli 
bomb with hla cabinet yesterday. 

While affirming that the queitlon 
came up. lloflo said he wbs rot fa 
miliar with any details of the dla. 
cuMlon. ■ ■ 

Prom officials who attended the 
meeting, however. It was .learned 
that one phase of the conyereatlon 
rerolved ojound th« question of 
shnring the eccrct of atomic entrsr 
with Russia. 

One official, who aaltcd thai his 
name be withheld, sold this subject 
was "dlscusacd In -a very general 
way" Init no decision was reached, 

Reporta that Secretary of Com- 
merce Henry Wallace advocated 
shanng of tho secret with the So- 
viets, Bi B step toward world unity, 
brought no Immediate comment 
from Wollacc.

however, that Wallace would b 
likely to fator ouch a step as i 
means of eliminating any poiaibl 
mlamders landing between the west 
em allies nnd Russia.
